wishes of the people ; conforming with the ceneval wishes ef congress and 
the maliten, baviag takew inte consideration thet tiie Cortes of Spain, bys 
decree inserted in the Gaszetie of Madrid of the 131k end lath ef Febrany 
last, have declared poll aud void the treaty of Cordova ; and that, therefore 
ceases to be obligatory en the Mexican waties; 
bw the third article ef the said treaty Use eathority recers te the sever 
eign congress, Conslituent of this empire, 10 Dominate 8 person as emperet, 
and te exciade all others from thenceforth ; and after due rensideratios, 
they have declared that the Sewor D. Augustin de Eurtice is the per. 
son whe is best eutitied to thet office, wpoe the basis of the plan pre 
claimed at Igaata, and expeeted by the body of aetion, aud te which they 
have taken the oaths in due form, in congress, opthe dey of the dist 
eurreat. 

The Regency im ite wisdom directs that it he commenirated to of 
authorities of the empire, thet it be printed, published, pod cincviett, 
aod that with this act ceases the foections with which the regeecy ## 
invested.

ALIEN BILL. 

Mr. PEEL moved the Od reading of the alien bill. 

The question having beea pat from the chair, 

Mr, BERNAL expressed his sicong disapprobation of the princi. 
ws and details of the measure. It was no longer called for by any 
orciga war, butthe grewod on e@hich it rested was, that it was ueces- 
sary for the sake of preserving our friendly relations with eootinental 
states. He thea preceeded to reply te seme remarks made on s former 
night io favour of the bill, by the President of the Board of Trade; he 
(Me, Berual) contended, that though it was only to coutinae for two 
years, it contained in itecif the seeds of perpetual regeneration. Por 
the very reasons for which the measure wes solicited, it might be shown 
to be impolitic and anjast. Uf the erdinery law were wet sufficient for 
repressing the plots and maehinetions, of aliens, when any extraerdias. 
vy danger arose, the misister might rely spon Parliament te afford 
bime powers equal to the emergency, If projects against foreiga states 
were concerted here, it would be amply sufficient to preserve the beads of 
amity, that the enterprise shoald be communicated throngh the medium 
of the erdinary and established envoys, Prem the rapid changes of 
opinion and geverament that had teken place iw our own day in the old 
aod wew world, it was obvious that this very bill, browght inte opera. 
tion againet exiles of ove sentiment might be the very means ef discord 
when the party professing that sentiment agein came iste power. The 
bill had the effect of prodocing a degree of suspicion and distrest in the 
minds of strangers, wholly inconsistent with their previons setivas of 
British hospitality and generosity. He then entered iato some bisteri. 
eal detaile, to show that thie conntry hed at all former periods previous 
to the adoptions of aliew bille, afforded to fureigoers a liberal shelter aed 
an wudistinguishing protection. 


Mr. WETHERELL argned, that the priaciple of the alien bill was 
as old es the constitution of the conntry—it wes & power inherent 
ia the Crown from the earlivet periods. The very opposite of the dee. 
trine laid dewn by the honourable member fer Koaresborengh (Sir J. 
Mackiatoch) was correct; that preposition was, thet Magna Charta, not 
merely to merchants, but to all strangers, afforded free ingress, regress, 
and domicile in thie kingdom. That hon. geatieman weal en te contre- 
wert this position, insisting that every state in ite Grae rediments mast 
have the right te admit, exciede, er send away these whe were not its 
subjects, and consequently that right belongs te great Hritain. Magna 
Charta iu terms applied te merchant strangers only, end they conld aot 
ome bat under the sale condect aed protection of the King, by which 
in fact was meant tha King's license, There were beiween 16 and d0 

, Statates, from the time ef Mages Charts to the reign ef Heary VI., ia 
which provieion was made for the admission inte eur perts of “ mer. 
ehants strangers” enly. How, then, covid how. gentiomen contend, 
that aright, epecifinaily granted for the parpescs of trade, coald be 
en generally to persens having nothing te do with trade? Nei 
ther reason mor the terms of Magus Charte iieelf could warrant sech on 
inference. Alagna Charte gave the right of safe condect te merchants, te 
these whe came here te trade; bet ii weat no ferther. Thies wee the 
laterpretation gives te the passage by Sic Matthew Hale, aed other 
emiecot mea. There was e cariens docement new in existence, from 
which it appeared, that ia the reign of Bdwerd 111. « ** safe condact” 
was gives (ca mevobant of Bordeoun “ te come here te prosecate bis 
affaire ;° which showed that the power te allow orte prevent the entry 
of foreiguers bate this cousiry had bees anciently exercised by the 


Crewe. Ife merchant were comieg bere, not te presecete treason, 
bet to bis trade, it, would, be edmitied, be wrong to prevent 
him. the question wes, wheiber the slate had er had wei the right 
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to exercise this over aliens? he would ask whether 

which evidently pajnied at persons acting in a mercantile chararie, 
was to be enlarged te the monstrees and extravagent limits to : 
the genius or fancy afhis how, friend (Sir J. Macintosh) wished to» ey. 
teed it? His honourable friend hed argued, that this pr wee 
giveu to foreigners, not only for the purpose of trade, bat thy 
the constitation granted it te oll persons whe pleated fo teks 
ose of it. He dented the'troth of this proposition, and, 

te Magna Cherte, it was quite evident that this was « velative, 
sot a general privilege. If persons came here simply to trade, @ 
weeld certainly be « breach of the law of Magna Charta to rr. 
meve them; bet be would on that principle graft this propositicg 
that persons coming here were amenable te the coeteive power whicg 
every state posstased; and if they resided here ander the mak 
and pretence of trading, bat really with intent to acts iajasious to the 
commoanity, they might be sent ont of the coantry. His 

therefore, was, that ander Magna Charts, a merchact str was at 
liberty to come here ; but that even then he was liable to teat of 
** a safe condact” from the crown, which would remove auy doubt an ty 
whetherhe really came here to trade or not, The bon. member for 
Kaaresboroogh (Sir J. Mackintosh), the hon. member for Peterborough 
(Mr. Searle), and many other centiemen asserted, thatby adopting 
the provisions of the Alien Bill, they violated aa ancient principle of the 
constitution. It was therefore preper to | re what the antecedege 
practice of the coastitation was, ia order te discover whether they were 
violating a princtpte indigences to it. He assamed, that he had suswer. 
ed the preposition of the aniversal right of foreigeers te come to this 
couotry, io ancient times ; and he weld pow persee os inquiry inte ibe 
priaciple aed practice of modera days. He mast contend, that the came 
principle which encieatly prevailed was still ia existence, antess it could 
be shown that it bad been repadiated end throwe away. Ta tréatiag 
this part of the suljeet, he would adept a line of inquiry, consisting of 
twe branches, He would ask, whetler the state had net che same power 
over aliens that it always bad over the naturel bere suljeets af the Crows? 
If it appeared that it had always exercieed a similer, may, larger power 
over the nateral-bore ewhjects of the Crown, it mest follow, thatit bed 
a right to use @ congenial end analogous antharity ever aliens. If ne conid 
prove that the crown had the authority te eag te ite materal bern selyects 
** Yon shall mot qait the kingdom,” or being absent, te command their 
return, thea he brought these whe eppesed the bill te this menstrog 
absardity—that it exercised a power over ite nateral born saljcets which 
it could netenforce with respectio alieus—that it was strong where it 
ought to be weak, and weak where it ooght to be strong. Strong where 
it onght te be weak, by exercising a power! coercion over its sateral 
bora subjects and abridging their rights ; bat weak with respect to aliens 
whe, thoagh not equal candidates for favour, thengh they coald ast 
make the same eppeal for indaigence, were left in the possession of 
that privilege ef which the nateral bore eabject was deprived. Ii be 
proved that thls pewer ever the natural-borm sabject exisied, he mast 
conclade that the pewer over the alien alee existed. If he proved the 
larger preposition, he would asseme that it iecladed the smaller, He 
would not contend that the alicn shoald be plorced in 8 worse citaation 
thea the materal-bern subject ; but be mast argwe that the letter sheald 
proceed passibus eq™uia, and eeghi ai least to enjoy a8 extensive a privi- 
bege as the former. He was surprised to hear the how. member fer Lia- 
cole (Mr. J. Williams) say, that the writ of me excel regue eriginsted ia 
a dark age; that it was enly tobe foand ia some hole or corner of the 
constitation, The hea, member fer Westmiaster (Mr. Mebhouse) had 
parsacd the same lige of argoment, and eccesed Sir W. Blackstone of 
having committed blenders.

That writmight be applied—first, te prevent aay per- 
sons from leaving the kingdom ; 90, to prevent the departare of any par- 
tiealer individeal; end 84, if parties were ebread, the power of recall 
existed, by betters wader the great or privy seal. The writ might be 
issned by the Lerd Chancellor, cx eartitrie, by the Geeretary of state, @& 
the Keeper of the Privy Seal. Lerd Hale, by the annctations, sanct- 
ened the doctrine laid dowa ie Pitseerbert. A case in which the exin- 
tence of this ceotrelling power wee pecelierty manifested eccerred le 
the reign ef Queen Elisabeth, apd was te be found in Dyers reports. 
There 2 merchant left the country withont heense, euder the 6% of 
Henry Il, which permitted none but sebtes, seldiers, and merchsets, 
te teave ihe coue'ry, Complciot was made of this Gepartere, cod the 
Qeeen referred it tothe Jadges. The question was, whether be weet 
ebread for ibe perpere ef trading, or fer evidence, and the 
the Judges held, that as he wes“a qorekent,” be hed « right to ce & 
bread. This chowed the setheority of the crown, ovlect i= seme 
ecases—that of “ merchant” being ene of them. In the time of James 
L. Bie Thomas Dagdale went to Venice, end refased te ebey che King’* 
letters of recall. Prieg te bis going sbrosd be bed made over bis 
property to a friend. Ik was questioned whether the property Oo 
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made over could be forfeited oo account of bis condact; bet the Court 
. @f Excheqaer foand that it was forfeitable. This showed that the crows 
bed exercised the power of inflicting & pesalty ev @ nataral-bera sub- 
ject for remaining eat of the realm. Je 1716, iv the reign ef George 
i, Lerd Whertee, whe had been created a duke for the attachment be 
hed manifested to the reigeing family, changed his political sentiments, 
ond attended at the Court of Bt. Germaia’s. No was recalled, bat be 
rofesed te obey the order, and cenfiecation of kis property followed. 
Here they found that latest power in fall eperation, which they were 
teld ne ene ever heard of except in the dark periods of the constitation. 
They woeld fied that it bad bees resorted to lo ali Limes aud ages, down 
to the reiga ef Geo. I. Me woald next iequire lote the power which the 
state hed over sliegs. Lord Hale explained that point folly in hie tract 
De Legibas, Maris, where he inquired inte the jos rezinn or ihe right of 
the crowe te epee and shat the ports of the kingdom at pleasare, Now, 
sarety if the crown bada right to keep out ships, it had also authority 
te keep ont thove whe were embarked ia them. Lerd Hele epoke of the 
Crowe os the clewiger or bearer of the keys of all the porte and havens 
ie the cowptry, He could cite variens letters from the time of Heary 
TLl., which bad been directed by the crews te the governor ef Dever, 
the archbishep ef Canterbury, aod ethers, te prevent fereigee:s 
from coming jute this country in time of peace. If they ventured 
bere, & wes ordered thet they should be sent back, At varices 
periods thix power was vigi exerted te prevent emissaries from 
the See of Keme coming te od. This was a clear preef of 
the exercises of that authority which they hed been told never ex 

fated. But it was quite evidewt, that in some branch of the constita- 
thon that power always did exsist, te prevent individaals who where 
net ** merchants” from comiag bere. From a curious letter, to 
be fouwa im Gir Dudiey Digby's Compilations, it might be seen that 
Qacen Ris weth’s lawyers conceived that the right of dismissing sliens 
befeaged te the Crown. The letter to which be referred contained in- 
stevetions which the Kuril of Worcester was ordered te carry to Bir FP: an- 
cu W thee minister at the Freach court. The French King 
had complained that Queen Biigabeth bed received inte her dominiows the 
seties of the Hugonot party, after the massacre of $1, Bertho'omew. He 
demended, “ uot only that they shoeid be admonished, bat that they 
showld be commanded to retarn.” Sir Prancis Walsingham was directed 
te expestatete with the Preneh King; ead the justructions were signed 
by Lord Borteigh aed Sir Thomas Smith. Those jostraetions contained 
the following pavsage: —“ It is the privilege of Great Brithia to receive 
exifes of France and every ether country; bet if they att any thieg 
to the disquietude of the realm, they are seat away.” (Aeer.) He keew 
the meaning of the cheer given by the geatiomen opposite ; but if they 
would have their argament oa this point, he hoped they woold saffer him 
to bave his. He was inquiring whether, io feet, the + of eeuding 
atieas oat of the country was formerty acknowledged and used, The 
power might be abused, but that was anether branch of the argument. 
If this power had nut existed ie the time of Elisabeth, why did aot Lord 
Herleigh briefly say to the Preach King ** Those aliens are come to Eng- 
head, ead we have ne power to seed them back?” lastead of that, he 
sisted —* Great Britate bas @ right toreceive them; bat if they misbe. 
have, the state hes alse the right ef removing them.’ A case cecarred 
je the reigea of James 1., where the Court of Spain remeastrated ageiast 
the expulsion of a Spaniard irom this country. The auswer was” thai he 
had been iutrigaing ie the court.” At the same time, some low-bora 
Treehmae iesoiied Sie Charies Corawalie, oa? ambassador ia Spais. He, 
however, did wot request that the offender thenid ve remesed io Dabla, 
bet merely desired that be should be lectored ia private. He had thas 
imqaiwed—ist, What power the Crown had over its owe sabjert —aod 
next, what eathority it bad formerly exercised over sis vngers ; aed whe- 
thereras the power of removal did or did not enict in the atate? His 
own opinion, that it did exist, was as derided as it coald be on any point 
thes came withta the seepe of hic reasoning faenities. Tar hew. member 
for Wesimiaster bad said, that Sir William Biack sone hed bec eoavicted 
af three bianders. Who werebis jedges? whothe witnesses agelasi hia? 
who the jory by whom he was convicted? If they weve the ceatlemen 
ee the Opperition cide —then they were judges, wiinrsses, ead jary, a! in 
ene character. [ie went slong with geatiemes en the ether side ie their 
fechags and priscipies respecting thes bill; vat he cocld aot ge slong 
Pub them in sayrng that we abrogated the jaws, and iarmished the glory 
of car ammesters, ia edvecatiog this doctrine. Athens could eet be domi- 
ciled ie this cowotry. How was that esusistest eich the richts alleged te 
be given Oy Magna Charta? They were entitled, it was contended, te 
live im this comatry ; pet they must live ender vines and fig trees, and 
theltered only by the canopy ofheaven. Merchants only were by lew al- 
lowed to have hensns.

Archibald Maedooeld, io (TO, bad cited a mansseript authority ef Lerd 
Coke, and maiatained that the Crowe possessed the power of seuding (er- 
eigu eeamea eut of the country. He agreed with hoa, geatiemen appe- 
cite, that it alieas were seat out of ibis country because (hey Were BOpO- 
pelar at foreign coarts, thea the powers of the act were abered. That 
they should be accused of offences in foreiga conutries, war ao reason for 
refasing them protection here. The regicides of Lewis XVI, if they had 
seaght shelter bere, ompht wet te have been sent away. Eailes for crime 
enght te fed an asylom ia this couetry. The csiterion was, whether this 
state was likely to be lnjared by their presence. 

Mr. DENMAN said, he feit it very diffentt to address the house af. 
ter the twe heaowrable gentlemen who hed last addressed them. His 
horowrable frieed the member for Rechestes had exhausted the argements 
agaiast the bill, aed bie besearable and leareed friend who had jest sat 
down had by his ingenuity sad repetitions of legal iafereoces exhausted 
the attention of the house, He was not sangaine io his hopes of eaveess 
ie resisting the bill at this time, bat be hoped when (he economical re- 
dactions which weld be necessary should come under consideration next 
year, that the discacaions apen this subject weeld be reverted to, aad 
tie establishments ander this act abolished, His ben. aod learned friends 
feelings were with the epponeate of the bill, They did him more credig 
then all bis legenuity and diligence, both as an Kugiish geutiomen aad 
at an Roglish bewyer, (Acer, hear), The mode of argument adapted by 
bis bow and learaed friend was net immaterial, (hough far fiom deciding 
the question. Bat i¢ was wet iwmaterial te ascertain whether the pow. 
er given by this bili bad clwaye existed, end was now modified, 
or whether tk had bece iniredeced withio the lest 30 years: bat 
it was cather a question of coriens and amtiquarien researgh, sad 
could not afford enfficient greand for this bill, Hie honoatable aad 
learned frieod bad admitted that ne historion, lewyer, or compiler bad 
stated thie prerogative as part of the law, His eandoar hed entorted 
this admission ia the midste of bis zeal. This eas itself demonstration 
agaiaet the existence of sucha prerogative. His honourable aed learn.

The 
impression apon foreigners’ minds as te the measure might be seen from 
what bad tekéed place in (he late Queen’s case with respect to Mariotti, 
Many persons, siiens, bad requested aot to be brought forward a+ wit- 
nesses on her Majesty's behalf, from an appreheasion lest their evidence 
shoald canse the ect to be enforced againet them. In the case of alien 
jarors, the effect of ihe bill would be arith more dangerone, He reaily 
thought thot ite existence weold (in any canse where Qeveroment was 
prosecating) give « legal grosnd of chailenge to the defendant. 
The ben, and learued grutiemen coneluded by arking what wes the 
necessity for the DIN? Arbitrary power might elweys be a ked for as 
desirable; but it was not because it was convenient thet it therefore 
ought to be granted.

CASE OF TRESPASS—IMPORTANT TO NAUTICAL MEN. 


JOZE MOREIRA eersues POLICARPO DA COSTA AND 
JOA0 IGNACIO MAIO. 

This ease, of which we shall endeavogr te give ae brief an 
eccount as the subject will admit, eocepied the Court for three 
days, The Advocate General and Mr. Maree! appeared for the 
Piaintif’; Mr. Fergesson, Mr, Turton, and Mr. Pembertoa oa 
the part of the Defendants, 


The Piaiat coasisted of foar Counts: the two Grst were, fer 
foreibly ecising the ship Loap Wetiinoron, from and eat of the 
jon of the Plaintif, and keeping aed detaining the said 
vessel, converting and disposing of ber to their own use: the two 
last were for fercitly breakiog and entering the Piaiatiff’s eabia 
aed carrying away divers goods and chattels to him appertaining. 
The circamsitances of the ease appeared to be these. 


Capt. Moreira, the Piaintiff, was by the owner Mr. Joao Gon- 
— Ma'ques of Lisbon, appeinied to the command of the ship 
ono Waittrerom on a ov age to this port, touching at Babia, 
asd Rio Janeiro; twe Supereargoes, Mr. Policarpo D’a Costa 
aod Mr. Joao Igaacie Maio, (the Defendants) scting oo the part 
of Mr. Marqare the owner, and Mr. Francisco Simas, alse pro- 
ceeded on the ship. 


The parties it apoears agreed very well together entil after 
their departure from Rie Jancire, which ibey left on the tah Joly; 
nthe 12:h Sept. while at sea, the Bupercargees wrote a Letter to 
Capt, Moreise, directing him in pet into Madras for some mercan- 
file perpose, To this letter the Captain replied, that baviog had « 
Gensuliation with bis Oficers, it wes their joint epiniaa,the season 
being pretty far adwacced, that they ought to make the best of 
their way for Caloutia before the Mongoon changed against them ; 
that their putting iate Madras might prove « serious cause of 
deiention, and he rensequeatly advised mot to touch there. 

Whether this difference of opision gave rise te the mis- 
Woders andiag at proscat existing between tbe partics, docs wot 
appear certeia. 


Shortly efter the arrival of the Skip in this port. however, oo 
or aboot the 20:h November, the Defendants took upon thomeclves 
to eaters protest against the pleiatiff, as beieg wot to command 
the Lean Wauiixorton, and faally gave him motice thet he should 
se longer consider himeeif as Captaic of thai Ship. Capisia 
Moreira. not ackoowledgiog the power of the Supercargocs to 
expel bie from the command of that Ship, refased to withdraw 
bes go0ds and property from on beard, or to cive op the cabia 
he cccapied—in conseqeence of which the Defendsais on the 
Rb December, caased the Pisintif's cabin to be broke open, his 
theets to be taken oat of it, and Geally seat out of the Ship.

Gmstements arising therefiom, bat was moreover deprived of the

T observe in your Jounwat, a Letter, dated 6th Febroary, 
and signed “ Pro Bono Pus.ico, Tertle,” respecting ae old 
complaint of Ticoa Beaters, and in thip letter the writer bas 
shewn the cloven foot, for there is strong Internal evidence that 
Pao Bond Pustico, First, Second and Third, ts one and the exme 
writer. Ihave observed in each of Geese letters, a determined 
wish to cast reflections spon the Magistrates, aod jadging this to 
be the chief object of your Correspondent in qbestion, be would 
deserve IAtlc of no notices from me —bat that I think f ean relate 
& circumstance on two illustrative of facts, relative to these poor 
hardworking people, pot anworthy of being attended to, 


Thave often had eceasion myself for Ticoa Bearers, and 
when Lhave sent for them dirret from Office, I really never 
found. the Jeast hesitation on the part of these people, in aisend- 
ing immediately. Lhave, however, oftentimes sent for Bearers 
in the middle of the day from the Shops or Godowns of dralers, 
where I happened to set down or walked to, sad before I comld 
ever get the Bearers to comply, they invarinbly came to the door 
or window to look at the person requiring their services, and serm 
@! to seretivige the individaal mach, This eondact on their part, I 
allow, (though I never was refased converance by them) annoyed 
me ota tittle ; bat being a patient sort of man, 1 determined to 
ceme ntthe cause of their eceming aawiliiaeness, when. I wis 
told be the Bearer, that they had been se frequently paid at the 
diseretion of the persons requiring their sersives, and ap fre- 
queatic beaten if they remoosiraied a moment, that they were 
always sorupuiogs who they served, except the money was 
paid them brforchand, Tam as little kaown to these persons as 
most people in towa, and Teannot but think that your Corres 
pondent is much better hnewn to them, or he would not, as he 
seems to he such an enthusiast in the working-for-nething- 
Patise, fear his grievancés being attended to by the Magistrates 
For my part Tkaow oo other class of the poor batives of this 
country who work tiarder for their living than these Bearers, tt is 
pot what éach Individeal obtains that scems so great a sem to 
your Correspondent ; be forgets that be bas four ‘or six people 
td chery him for a whole day perhaps in'thebeat of the sen for 
The small sam of 4anaaschoh, which Is often the most they get. 
T can desvre yoo T never Was asked more for a Gay's attendance 
by Foor Bearers with a Palsnquin than 1 rupee 4 andas, which 
is fonr annas for the Palangain, and four antas each for the 
men. The Coolie often gets more than the Bearer, though most 
likely working unexposed to the sup ; the Citgttewalldh some- 
times gots a rapee a day, and seldom less than sik anneas, be- 
caose be geta it by small sums from persons wie, like four Cor 
respondent, think nothing perhaps of four or two anna. 


I might still go furjber to proveiitot the Ticea Bearer enrns 
less than moat other casts of the natives, aod their upwilling- 
nessto work is tobe more afyibuted 1 think to your Corres- 
pondent’s anwillingness to pay. « fair, prive, than ang wish oo 
the part of the Bearer te extort what is not right; however if the 
writer feels himacl! aggrieved, I woold advise him te go te the

called a parifier, and from that into a larger voasel called a gaso- 
meter, where it is collected. At the manufaciories in London 
there are contrivances under the names of Governors, Regula- 
tors, he. by which itis ascertained what quantity of Gas is ma- 
pefactured and also what quantity is supplied to the coosumers, 


Oil is saperior to Coal for the parpeses of Gas illumination, 
Any kind of oil will answer; the Gas requires but very little pa- 
tifeation, and consequeatiy the apparatas fakes up but a small 
space, whieh diminishes the cxpense and the light produced is 
far superior to that (rom Coal Gas in brilliavcy in the proportion 
ofSte}. Another groat advantage is that it does aot give oat

the fate of the lamente@ Mr. Imiech. ‘11 és really t ble, —I was a. 
bout to say Misgracetol—thet seach things should take place iv a coustry 
legislated by Rueticimen. The seat of these outrages being co near to 
Calentra, they may easily be prevented, by sending a few beats to its 
neighbourhood for the purpose of lecking oat for the perpetrators of 
them. Tr this means, if they were not apprehended, they woutd at least 
be intimidated and detersed from a repetition of them. Fifty Sepeys 
employed to this manner, would completely effect this @bject, and wipe 
off the disgrace of insecarity apewthe river.

however, but too evident that greater facilities are afforded te the Natives 
than to Enropeans, This in a certain degree, is as it ongh: to be, but 
this ia na cance why en Earopese chonld with impanity be iasulted by 
the herd of tik’ha bearers, hackery drivers, mangies, coolies, Ac. a is 
too frequentivthe case.

preserving their rights, or in punishing real ow imaginary injuries,
